Per sens leaving Bulgaria today ere Mich more carefully screened than 
they were under the wartime pro -German repine. Consequently there ic some 
doubt in ny mind as to whether or not ANXHCFF would be a good agent. At 
best he would be a double agent. 

If the operation ic not too costly it might be good to allow subject 
to contact MB' JJOfrF and ask him for reports on the Comsunist hierarchy in 
Bulgaria and on the personnel and method3 of Bulgarian intelligence in the 
country and abroad. From these I could toll with reasonable certainty 
r.hother or not the person is on the level* A 3 a farther test later on 
ANDCfJOFF could be asked to check on the activities of certain ComoaiistB 
that I know. If the man provoe reliable he might be allowed to tap an., 
intelli g ence, netvork r.hi’ch v.’iis oat up in 1944 but v.hich no one is 
utilizing. 
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
